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£45 demanded his Wife. Her Parents deliver’d 
ae her upto him, not with a few Tears, becaufe 
e it feem’d to them asif he carry’d her to her 
fit Grave. The tender Leonora knew not as yet 
mh what had befall’n her ; fo weeping for Com- 
pany with her Parents, the crav’d their 
Blefling, and taking Leave of them, at- 
tended by her Slaves and Servants, her Hus- 
band led her home to his new Houfe; 
wherein they no fooner enter’d, but Cari- 
zales made a Speech to all his Servants, re- 
commending the Guard of Leonora to their 
Charge ; forbidding them, upon Painof his 
higheft Difpleafure, to admit any one, with- 
in the fecond Door, no not the Negro, 

ho anEunuch. And the Perfon to whom 
e more efpecially committed the keeping 
d entertaining of Leonora, wasa (t) Du- 
ena of great Prudence and Gravity, whom 
he hir’d to be asit were a Governefs to Leo- 
nora, and an Overfeer of all that was to be 
done in the Houfe, and to have Authority 
over the Slaves, and the Two Damfels of 
Leonora’s Age, whom he had made choice 
of to keep her Company. He promisd to 
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(+) Duenas, 2 fort of ancient Widows they keep in all 
Great Houfes in Spain,more for Grandeur than any Service 
they do. They are much hated ty the young People, becaufe 
they pry inte their AGions, and are often peevifh and il- 
natur’d. Some bad ones have given an ill Name to the reff, 
but they are commenly decay’d Gentlewomen, and are kept 


accordingly. 
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ufe them all fo well that they fhou’d not be 
fenfible of their Confinement, and they 
affur’'d him they woud do whatever he 
pleas’d to command them without the leaft 
repining; the Bride likewife curtzying, and 
bowing down her Head, faid, fhe had no 
other Will but that of her Husband and 
Lord, to whom fhe wou'd ever be obe- 
dient. 

Never was Woman fokeptup. She went 
not abroad but on Sundays and Holydays to 
Church, and there it was that her Father 
and Mother, in prefence of her old Man, 
had Liberty of {peaking with her. The 
Entrance of his Houfe was forbid ‘em ; he 
told ’em his Mind as to That, before he mar- 
ry’d: Butin Amends, he conferr’d upon ’ena 
fo many Favours, and affifted them fo kind- 
ly in their Neceflities, that their Son-in- 
law’s Liberality did in fome Meafure mode- 
rate their Grief fortheir Daughter’s Caprivj-- 
ty. Carizales usd to rife betimes in the ie 
Morning, ftaying within till che Purveyor@iiige--s 
came, who had alwaysa Note left for him 
over-night inthe 7orne// what he was to pro- 
vide for the next Day. When the Purveyor 
was come and gone, Carizales went abroad, 
after he. had lock’d-faft-the Two Gates, the 
Fore-Gate and the,Middle, between which 
the Negro was lodg’d. Not jhaving any 
great Bufinefs he never ftaid long out. Then, 
when he recurn’d, aos had fhut himfelf uP, 
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and chatting familiarly wich his Servants, 
-~wholov’d him becaufe he was good-humour- 
ed and a generous Matter to ’em all, and 
never let them want for any thing, that they 
might not call to Mind, or fo much as once 
think of their clofe Imprifonment. As for 
i Leonora, the-and her Servants were all dail: 
4 Fellows well met ; whatever They did, the 
Y fame did She, for fhe had no other Compa- 
ny to divert her ; nay, fuch was her Sim- 
‘ plicity, that fhe fell to making of Babies, 
if and the like childifh Things, which how- 
ever fhew’d the Plainnefs and Innocence of 
her Difpofition and the Greennefs of her 
Years. All this gave exceeding great Satis- 
faction to her jealous Husband, Solas fully 
onvine’d that he had hit right in chufing the 
bet kind of Life that he cou’d poffibly de- 
vife orimagine, and that by no manner 
of Means, either Humane Wit or Malice 
| eou'd difturb his Quiet. And therefore he 
au) did nothing but ftudy to bring home Rari- 


‘H Ne ties and Dainties to pleafe his Wife, beg- 
i ging of her, that whatever fhe had a Mind 
i to fhe wou’d acquaint him with it, and the 


fhou’d have ‘it coft what it wou'd, for he 
fhon’d think nothing too-good or too dear 
for her.’ Thus it was that Philip led his

Tell me now, he that takes himfelf. robe 
the difcreeteft and moft cautious of Mor- | 
tals, what better or furer Preventionscou'd | 7 
old Carizales have us'd to make all fafe and 
fecure ; fince he was fo far from fuffering | 
any Man to enter his Houfe, he wourd ad- 
mit of no one Creature that was Mule: Not 
fo much asa Boar-Cat to drive away the 
Mice, nor a Dog to bark at the Gates ; they 
were all of the Feminine Gender. Curiza- 
Jes, being now fully fertl'd, he began to en- 
joy (poor Man!) as well as he cou'd the 
Fruits of Matrimony ; which, that he 
might have All to himfelf, in the Day he 
mous’'d much, in the Night he flepe little. 
He was the Watch and Centinel of his 
Houfe, and went the Rounds every Even- 
ing and Morning. He was himfelf the vi- 
gore Argus over his Wife. To keep all 
orts of Men, ev'n his intimate Friends, ag 
far off as poflible, he treated of Bufinefs i 
the open Street. ‘The Figures of the Hang~- 
ings, and the Pi@ures which adornd his 
Apartments, were of the Veftal Virgins, or 
the Goddeffes, or fome of thofe illuftrious 
Women celebrated in Hiftory. To con- 
clude, his whole Houfe breath’d nothing 
but Vertue, Modefty, and Referve: Nay,. 
ev'n in thofe Tales which in the long and 
tedious Nights of Winter his Servants us'd 
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to tell by the Fire-fide, Man was as lietle 
mention’d as if there was never any fuch 
thing inthe World ; but the Stories were of 
fome Fairy, fome Amazon, or Heroine of 
former Times. Leonora was extremly fond 
of her Husband, as all young Virgins are 
of their firft Love, which leaves an Impref- 
i fion in their Soul as a Seal does in Wax. 
\ The Silver of the old Man’s Hairs did to 
D her Eyes feem to be of pure Gold. His 
exceflive Jealoufie fhe took for fage Cir- 
cumfpe@ion, and believ'd all new-marry'd 
Women led the fame fort of Life. Her 
Thoughts never gadded beyond the Walls 
of her own Houfe, andall the Pleafure fhe 
teok was to pleafe Carizales, andtherein fhe 
gevented ev'n his Defires. She never faw 
Street but when fhe went to Church, nor 
then but in her Way back, for they carry'd 
her thither fo early there was no feeing any 
thing. Never was Monaftery fo clofe kepe, 
never did Nun lead a Life more reclufe,ne- 
a ver were Golden Apples fo narrowly watch- 
f ed; and yet Philip, for all this, cou’d not 
help falling into the Pit he fo much dread- 
ed, or at leaft believing he was fall’n into't. 
There is in Seville a loofe idle Sort of 
People, a Smock-fmelling, Tongue- pad- 
ding, Good-for-nothing Generation, who 
{pend their Time in Gaiety and courting 
the Ladies, and will do any thing with a 
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handfome 


Woman but marry her. Men of Pleafure, 
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handfome proper young Fellows, born te 
good Eftates, for which perhaps their 
Fathers went to the Devil. Now one of 
thefe Sparks (a Batchelor; had taken No- 
tice of this Houfe of the wary Carizales; 
and finding it perpetually fhut, had a migh- 
ty Defire to know what there was withinit. 
He apply'd himfelf with fuch Diligence and 
Addrefs, that he foon came <o a fa Difco- 
very of everything ; the old Man’s Humour, 
the young Ladies Beauty, and how fhe was 
guarded ; all which did but inflame him the 
more, to fee, if it were poflible, to win 
by Force or Stratagem a Fortrefs fo well 
fecur’d. So breaking the Bufinefs to Three 
or Four of his Friends of the fame Feather 
with himfelf, they refolv'd to help him. ia 
the Execution of it; for in fuch kind of 
Enterprizes Advifers and Affiftants.are fel. 
dom wanting. Bur as it was a Thing n 
fo eafily done as faid, there being very grea 
Difficulties to furmount, they ste often 
into Confultationupon what Mctheds were 
beft to be us'din fo dangerous a Piece of 

Service, and at length agreed upon this:., 
Loayfa (for fo was this boon Companion 
call'd) feigning to go into the Country, fog 
fome Days, fhut himfelf up from his Friends 
and Acquaintance. This done, he puts on 
a Pair of fine Linnen Drawers, and a curi- 
ous Holland Shirt, but over them fuch rag- 
ged tatter'd Cloaths, fo patch’d and piec’d, 
; C 4 that 
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that the pooreft Beggar in the City had none 
fo bad. He fhav'd off Part of his Beard, 
cover'd one of his Eyes with a black 
Patch, bound up a Leg with Swaths ve- 
ry ftrait, and planting his Body upon Two 
Crutches, he appeard fo metamorphis'd, 
that thofe who faw him in that Equipage a- 
greed it was impoffible better to perfonate a 
lame Beggar. In this Difguife he pofted 
himfelf every Evening Begging at Carizales’s 
Door, which he ftill found fhut. The A- 
partments were fo remote, that it was im- 
poflible for the old Man, or Leonora, or a- 
ny of the Slaves to hear him ; but he had 
his Ends; he wanted only to excite the Cu- 
fity of the Negro, who was mew'd up.

j! ftood to hear him. ews the Negro laying 

{ his Ears as clofe as he cou'd to the Chinks 
i of the Door, was foravifh’d he wou’dhave 
| ‘nan Arm to pave open’d it ; (fuch is the 
lination your Negroes naturally have to 
any thing like Mufick). When Loaj/a had 
a Mind to get rid of his Audience, he lefe 
off finging, put up his Guittar, and betaking 
himfelf 
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himfelf to his Crutches went his way. Five 
or Six Evenings he had giv’n this Mufick 
folely for the Sake of the Negro, it feem- 
ing to him that the Place where he was to 
begin to make a Breach in this Building 
muft be by the Negro, nor washe at all de« 
ceivd in his Opinion. And tho’ he had 
not yet fpoken to him, it was not long be- 
fore he did ; for coming one Night, as u- 
fual, to the Gate, he fell to tuning his Gui- 
tar, and perceiv’d the Negro very atten- 
tive ; fo, drawing near to the Hinge, he 
callsto him in alow Voice, Prithee, good 
dear Lews, if itbe poflible, give me a Glafs 
of Water, for I perifh with Thirft, and 
am not able to fing one Note. I cannot 
Pack do it,-reply’d the Negro, tho’ my 
Life lay upon’; for [ neither have the Key 
to. chis, Door, nor is there the leaft. Hole or 
Cranny thro’ which to giveit thee. Loay/j 
asking, Who had the Key ?. My Matter. 
(reply’'d he) who is the.moft Jealous Man 
upon God’s. Earth; andif he fhou’d but 
know that.I was amufing my felf thus in 
talking with any Body, it wou'd be as much 
as my Life. was worth;. But pray who are 
you ? I am (reply’d Loay/:) a poor Cripple, 
who get my Living by begging, for God's 
Sake, of good and well-difpos'd Chriftians. 
Befides, this, I teach fome Moors, and other 
poor People, to play upon the Guitar. I 
have above Twenty Scholars, as mean as | 
am, 
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20 The Jestous EstREMADURAN, 
am,and among ’em there are ThreeNegroes, 
who are fo wellimprov'd that they pick up 
a pretty Livelihood in the Taverns and o- 
ther Places, and can fing any Tune, and 
play any Dance that’s call’d for ; and. they 
have paid me very well for my Pains, God 
blefs em. I woud pay you much better, 
faid Lews fighing, if I had but an Oppor- 
tunity to learn ; but that can never be, be- 
ceufe my Mafter, when he goes out in the 
Morning, locks the Fore-Gate, and ‘when 
he returns does the like, leaving mea‘ Pri- 
foner between the Two Doors. 1 fwear 
ews (reply’d Loayfa) if thou cou’d’ft: but 
Bbink upon, or devite any Means how I 

iphe pee into thy Apartment to give thee 
2 few Leffons, I wou'd ina Fortnight make 
thee play. fo well upon the Violin or'Gui- 
tar, that thou fhou’dft not be afham’d td play 
at the Corner of any Street in’ Seville ; for 
I wou'd have thee to know that [have en 
excellent Gift in Teaching, and I fhou’d 
have the lefs Pains with thee, becaufe I know 
thou neither wanteft Inclination nor Capacity. 
By the Tone and Organ of thy Voice I 
cou’d lay a good Wager thou fing’ft won- 
d’rous clear and well. I have none of the 
worft Voices, tho’ I fay it, (cries the Ne- 
gro) ; bue what Good does that do me, 
ince I know no other Tune but that of 
Eftrella de Venus, and that of Por un verde 
prado, and that which is now-moft in ufe,

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A los hierros de una reia. A\\thefe are Trifles, 
fays Loayfa, (interrupting the Moor, who was 
humming over the Tunes) they are not 
worth a Pin compar'd to thofe I can and 
will teach thee ; for I know all the Songs 
of the Adoor Abindarrez and his Lady Xarifa, 
and likewife of the Grand Sophi Poluphlois- 
boio Thalaffes, together with thofe of the 
Zarabanda, {fo divinely compos'd that they 
ravifh the Souls of the Portuguefe. All thefe 
I teach withfach Dexterity, and in fo eafy 
a Method, that if thou fhou'dft happen to 
be fomewhat hard of Apprehenfion, thou 
fhalt {carce have eaten Three or Four Bufh- 
els of Salt before thou mayft pafs currant 
for one of the beft Muficians in all Spain.

new Supply when my Bottle begins to grow 
low. Faith (faid Loay{z) thou.talkft admir 
rably, and hafta deeper Reach than Ibe- 
liev'd ; a wifer Man than thee is no Fool ; 
there’s fomething of Senfe in what thou 
do’ft ; Juft fuch a kind of Life do I lead, 
and there’s no living without it, for /afeca 
garganta ni grune ni canta, Adry Throat cannot 
fing a Note. Well, fare you well (faid, the 
Negro); but one Word with you before 
you go; fee you do not mifs finging here e- 
very Night till you bring thofe Tools with 
you ; for my Fingers itch.to he. arsamaming 
that 
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that Guirar of yours. Mifs finging ! (faid 
Leay[a) No I will dye firft, and to give you 
the more content when I come next, I'll 
tickle your Ears with new Tunes. Oh by 
all means (reply'd Lewzs ) that will be Pure; 
new Tunes? thou mak’{t my Heart leap for 
Joy. But prichee before thou goeft fing me 
one Song more, that I may fleep the better 
afterit; Ill pay you for-your Pains, never 
fear it; The Poor are fometimes better 
Pay-Mafters than the Rich. I do not ftand 
upon that (anfwer’d Loay/z) for according 
as you improve you fhall pay meandno fj 
otherwife ; and“now Hearken tothis Tune ff 7 
and I hope you will like it. Then he Sung 
a Witty conceited Ballad which fo pleas‘d 
the Negro, ; that he thought every Hour a 
thoufand Yearstill he faw the Door open’d. 
Loayfa was {carce gone from the Door, but 
with mote: Nimblenefs than his Crutche 
promis'd, he haften’d to Acquaint his Com 
eget and ‘Councellors with the good 

eginning he had made, and from whence 
he hop’da happy Hlue. He met with them 
and recounted to ’em what he had Con- 
A withthe Negro. Thenext day they 
ficted Hird with Inftruments that wou’d break 
any Nail as‘eafily.as-a Wooden Scuér. In 
the’ mean time the Arch ‘wag Loayfa did not 
fail to give the Negro his ufual Diverfion of 
Mufick, nor was the Negro Negligent to 
make a‘Hole ‘for’ réceiving ‘thofe — 
oe E> AO 80 01 which 
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which his Matter fhou’d bring him; Cover- 
ing ic in fucha manner, that unlefsit were 
examin’d with a Malicious and Sufpicious 
Eye it cou’d never be preceiv’d. 

The fecond Night, Loay/2 gave him the 
Tackle, and the Negro trying his Strength, 
did without much difficulty break the Nails 
and with the Lock-Plate in his hands open’d 
the Door, and let in his Orpheus and new 
Matter. But when he faw him wich his twe 
Crutches and in that ragged tatter’d Con- 
dition with his Leg all Scarrify’d, he re- 
main’d perfe@ly Planet-ftruck. Loay/a had 
not his Patch upon his Eye, it being no 

ger Necefflary. And thus accoutr‘d, as 
on as he Entred, he Embracd his good 
Difciple, and Kifling his Cheek, prefently 


put into his Hands a huge Bottle of ftrong 
Wine anda Box of Conferves, with other 
Tid-Bits which he had brought with him 
in a Wallet; then throwing away his 
Crutches, asif heaild nothing, began to 
cut two or three Capers, at which the 
Negro was more amaz’d than before. Lo a

going up to Lews’sLoft,accommodated him 
felf the beft he cou’d. Lew: prefently 
lighted a Wax Candle, and.without any 
longer tarrying, his new Comrade drew out 
his Guitar, and fell to playing on it fo 
foftly and melodioufly that the poor Negro» 
was tranfported almoft' out of his littl 
Wits. After he had play’d fome time, he 
took- out a frefh Collation and treated. his 
Scholar; who drew fo deep of the Borrle 
that the Wine made him more befide him 
felf than the Mufick. This done; ‘twas de-? 
fir'd that Lews woud immediately begin 
and take his firft Leffon; bur the poor 
Negro being four Fingers deep in Wine 
above his Brain, cou’d not hic right upon 
any one Fret; or make the leaft true Stop ;. 
and yet Loayfa made him believe that he 
had -alreadytearn’d two Tunesat leaft, af- 
faring himvhe had the beft hand'in the World, 
and that he never faw fo gooda Beginning. 
So, moft part of the night -he did nothing 
but ‘fumble on a greafie Guitar, out of Tune 
and -worfe:. Sung.

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That little of the Night which was left: 
them, they Slept. And about Six in the 
Morning Carizales came down and open’d 
the middle Door, as alfo that towards the 
Street, where he ftood waiting for the Di/- 
pencero; who came foon after and deliver'd 
in at the Tornell the Provifion he had 
brought. After this he call’d to the Negro 
to take in the Provender for the Mule, and 
withit his Allowance for himfelf; which he 
had no fooner done but old Carizales went 
his way, leaving both Doors lock’t, not 
perceiving what was done in that towards 
the Street ; at whichthe Mafter and Scholar 

ere exceedingly rejoic d. 

»Scarce had Carizales fet his Foot o'er the 
-Threfhold , but the Negro impatiently 
{natching up the Guitar began to Play on 
it, fo loud that all the Maids in the Houfe 
heard it, and calling to him thro’ the Tornell , 
What's the meaning of this, Lewis? (cry’d 
they) Whence had you this Guittar? Who 
gave it ye? Who gave it me! (replyd 
Lewes) Who fhou’d? the beft Mufician this 
day living ; and one who has faithfully un- 
dertaken to teach me in lefsthan fix Days 
more than Six thoufand Tunes. But where 
is this Mufician ? (faid the Dwena, Mother 
of the Maids.) Not far off, (reply’d the 
Negro) ; and if it were not for fear of my 
Maiter’s coming, Perhaps I.cou’d thew ye 
him with a wet Finger, and I’m fure you'd 
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be very glad co fee him. But where ca® 
he be that. we, may fee him? (cry’d th® 
Beldam) fince into this Houfe never enter’d 
any Man bat our Mafter. I will fay no 
more (cty’d the Negro:) But I know what 
I know. O’ my Confcience (faid the old 
Woman) If it be not the Devil chat hath 
taught thee, I know not who cou'd make 
thee fo good a Muficianin fo fhort a Time. 
Well, Well, (quoth the Negro) One of thefe 
Days you. hall both hear and fee him. 
That cannot be (reply’d another of the 
Maids,) fer we have no Windows toward 
the Street, either to fee or hear any Thing. 
No matter. for chat, (cry’d the Negro,) if 
you Wiil, or rather if you Can, hold your 
Peace, you fhall fee what you little think 
of ? Hold our Peace Brother Lews ! (replys 
another) We will be more Silent than 
we were Dumb, Good Dear Lews, (con 
tinu'd fhe) if youll believe us, We are 
ready to. Die co hear a good Voice; for 
fince we have been Mew’d up like fo many 
Hawks, We have not heard fo much as the 
Chirping of.a Spanrow. 

Every Word of this Difcourfe Loay/a 
heard, to his pafling great Satisfaion; it 
feeming to him entirely to make way for 
she. Execution of his,.Defign, and. that 
Fortune -had (lent, jher helping hand in 
cutting out the Cloth**o the Meafure of his 
own Will,. The ;Maids went their. way 
2 upon 
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‘upon the Negro’s promifing them, that 
when they leaft thought of it, he wou’d 
€all them to hear a moft excellent Confort 
of Mufick, And fearing leaft his Mafter 
fhou’d return and catch him talking with 
them, he left them for the prefent and retir'd 
to his Lodge. He woud fain ha’ been 
tampering with a new ELeffon, but durft 
not, leaft his Mafter fhou’d chance to hear 
him; who came a little while after, and 
fhutting. the Doors as ufual, Lock’t himfelf 
up in his Heufe. 
When Lews had his Dinner giv’n him 
fat Day at the Tornell, he told the Slave 
o brought it, that at Night when his 
Matter was a Bed and afleep, they fhou’d 
all come down to the Tornel/, and without: 
fail they fhou'd hear the Mufick he promis'd 
them. rue it is, he had-beforehand with 
Qreat Importunity befought his Mafter to 
vouchfafe to give the Maids aCrath of Mufick 
that Night at: the- Tornell, affuring him that 
he fliou'd be much made of by them all. 
His Mafter after a-great deal of Entreaty 
yielded to what he himfelf defir’d more 
than the Negro, but made as if it was only 
at his Scholar’s: requeft, and purely to 
‘Pleafure him- without any Intereft of | his 
Own. The Negro embrac’d him and gave 
him a KifS in Token of the Joy he ‘receiv’d 
from- the promife of fo- great a Favour. 
and. that Day- he feafted Losy/a and — 
tain’ 
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tain'd him with as good Cheer as perhaps. 
he might have found at home, if not-bet- 
ter. 

Night came, and much about the middle 
of it, little more or tefs; They began to 
hear a Whifpering at the Tornel/ ; whereby 
Lews prefently underftood that the whole 
Pack of them was got together. And calling 
to his Mafter, he defcended the Loft with 
a well ftrung and better tun’d Guitar. 
Lewis askt them,Who and How many there 
were of them to hear it ?-they anfwerd, 
They were all there but their Miftrefs who 
was in Bed with her Husband ; at which 
Loayfa was ne forry; however being 
willing to give an Induétion to his Defign, 
he took his Guitar and play’d fo fweerly, 
that the Negro was inchanted, and the 
Women fill’d with Raptures. But what: 
fhall I fay they fele when they heard 
him play, Loth to depart, and the bewitch- 
ing Tune of the Zarabanda at that time 
New in Spain: There was-not the old- 
eft among them which did not fall to 
fhaking their Tails, nor the youngeft which 
did not trip ic with their Arms a-kembo ; 
but very foftly, and with a ftrange kind of 
Silence, having fee Centinels and Spies to 
‘pive them: ‘Notite. if the Old Man fhou’d 
chance to wake.’ Eoay/e likewife fung a § 
-merry Ballad, ‘calf'dj A Toweb of ‘the Times, iE 
with which he feal'd up the Earsof-his Au- 
ditors 
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dit who earneftly bege’d:the Negro to 
= pay who was his Saeed Mufici- 
an? The Negro reply’d, ‘twas a poor Beg- 
gar, bur. withal,’ the pallaniel and ‘moft 
Gentleman-like Man of the whole Beggar- 
ly Corporation in Seville. Thay conjured 
him to bring it.about, that they might 
have a Sight of him, and. pray’d him Not to 
Jet him go in a‘Fortnight, during which 
they promis‘ to entertain him,.to Heart's 
Content. They ask’d Lewis how he. got 
him into the Houfe: to which he made no 
Anfwer, only told them, that if they had 
a mind tofee him, they fhou’d make alittle 
Hole in the Tornell, which afterward they 
emight ftop up with Wax, andaffur'd.chem 
hat he wou'd undertake.to keep bim in the 
doule. 
Loayfa likewife fpoke to them himfelf, and 
offer’d his Service in fo obliging a manner, 
that they eafily perceiv’d fuch Expreflions 
cou’d.not fall from the Tongue of a Beggar- 
man. They pray’d hime beche next Night 
in the fame Place, and zhey wou'd,procare 
their Miftrefs. to comedown to hear him, 
in {pite of their Maiter’s Wakefulnefs,not fo 
much occafion’d by his many Years, as the 
many, Jealoufies he, had ‘in, his Head. .. To 
which Loa/e anfwer'd, -Thaprif they had-a 
defire to hear him without. fear of ; che-Olld- 
Man, he wou 'digive them a Powderto put 
into. his: Wine, that fhou'd make him Sleep 
sib founder 
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founder than ordinary. Oh Jefus ! cry’d 
one of the Dam’fels, If this prove true, 
What good -Fortune. has enterd our 
Doors, without our dreaming or deferving 
it! This will not be fo much a Powder of 
Sleep for him, asa Powder of Life for us 
all, efpecially our poor Miftrefs Leonora, 
for he is never from her, Night nor Day, 
not fuffering her one Moment out of his 
Sight. Dear fweer Sir, bring this Powder, 
and may God fo profper you in all you de- 
fire. It fhall be my Task to mix it with his 
Wine; Iwill be his Skinker, and I with 
with all my Heart the old Lad may Sleep 
three whole Days with their Nights, that 
we may enjoy as many of Mirth and Jol- 
lity. Donbt nor but I will bring it, faid 
Loayfa, and fuch a Powder as will have no 
other Effe& than only to provoke him to a 
moft profound Sleep. ' They all of theg 
joyntly entreated him to bring it as foon: 
poflibly he could. And fo refolving the 
next Night to bore a Hole with an Auger 
in the Jornel; and to get their Mittrefs thi- 
ther to fee and hear him, they cook their 
Leaves. 

The Negro, tho’ twas near break of Day, 
wou d: needs take a new Leffon, which Lo- 
ayfa gave him, and made him believe, that 
of allthe Scholars he evet taught, not any 
one had a better Ear-than himfelf; yet the 
poor Fool knew not what a Mufical Note 
meant, Lo- 
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Loay{a’s Companions took care to come 
every Night to fee if their Friend wanted 
any thing, and ufing a certain Signal a- 
greed upon among themfelves, Loay/a knew 
they were there ; fo thro’ the Hole before-. 
mentioned, he gave them a fhort Account 
of the good Pofture of his Affairs, begging: 
them to procure fomething that wou’d caufe 
Sleep,to give to Curizales, for he had- heard 
fay there were fome Powders which would 
work fuch an Effe@&. They: told him they 
were acquainted with a Phyfician who 
wou'd give them the beft he had or knew 
for that Purpofe. And fo animating himto 
purfue his Defign, and promifing to bring 

him the next Night, they bid Adieu. 

»At Night the whole Flock of Pigeons 
lew. to the Call of the Guitar ; together 
with them came the innocent Leonora, fear-~ 
ful and trembling leaft her Husband fhou'd 
wake, There was a great deal of Difficulty 
to get her thicher; but fomany perfwafions. 
did her Servants ufe, and had-fo well repre- 
fented to her the fweetnefs of the Mufick, 
and agreeablenefs of the Mufician, and e- 
{pecially the Governante, tho’ fhe had never 
peli him, lifted him above the Clouds, and 





preferr'd:him to Abfolom and. Orpheus ; » info- 
much thac the poor Gentlewoman overcome 
by them,. yielded to,what the had no Will 
toido, nor.ever wou'd have done. 
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_ peep’'d through the Augar-hole to fee him, 
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The firft thing they did: was to bore a 
Hole in the Tornel to fee the Mulician, 
who was not now in the Habit of a Beggar, 
but in a Suit of murrey-colour'd Taffita en- 
rich'd with Gold and Silver Breed, anda 
Sattin Monteer Cap of the fame colour, 
and a fine Lac’d Band, which he brought 
with him in a Wallett, imagining he miglit 
perhaps find fome occafion to, change his 
Apparel. He was Young, well Shap'd, and 
of a good Prefence ; and the Women not 
having for a long time feen any Man exe 
cept their old Mafter, they took this young 
Spark for an Angel of, Paradife. One 








and then another ; and that they mighe 
take the better View of him, the Negro 
waving his Candie, walk’d round him from, 
one Side to th’ other. 

When they had made an end of feedi 
their Eyes, Loayfa took his Guittar ans 
play’d on it fo charmingly, that he ravifh’d 
‘em all as well Old as Young. They pray’d 
Louis to invent fome Means how co bring in 
his Mufick Mafter amongft ’em, thac they 
might hear and fee him nearer Hand, and 
not at that, Diftance, and thro’ fo narrow 
a Hole; As likewife that they might be 
rid of their Fear of being furpris’d by their 
Mafter, who might fuddainly {teal upon 
em, which coud not fo happen if chey 
took him into the Houfe, aud hid him, 
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amongft ‘em. But this Motion was oppos’d 
by their Miftrefs, who wou’d by no Means 
give way to his Admittance, alledging rhat 
they might as well fee him'and hear him 
there, and that with more Safety and lefs 
Hazard of their Honour: What do you 
talk of Honour! (faid the Governefs) the 
King has enough for us all: Pray go you 
and fhut your {elf up-with your Methufalem, 
and leave us to make Merry by our felves. 
This Gentleman, I'll pawn my Life for it, 
is fo honeft, that he will defire nothing of 
us but what we will our felves. Here Loay- 
»breaking Silence, Ladies, (faid he) I 
jme not hither with any other Defign, 

At to tender you my Service to the beit of 
thy Power, condoling with you that you 
are fo clofely confin'd, and that you lofe 
your time thus in fo great an Autfteriry of 
jife. I {wear to you by the Life of my Fa- 
ther, Tama Man fo Mild, fo Gentle, fo 
Plain in my Dealing, fo Obedient, and 
withal fo Refpedctful to Perfons of your Sex, 
that I even fear to difpleafe ‘em by looking 
on ’em. Be affur'd I will never do any 
thing but what you fhall command me ; 
and if the meaneft amongft you fhall bue 
fay to me, Mafter fir bere, Mafter go there, 
kecp clofe in {uch a Corner, lye down, and ftir 
not, 1 will do as you bid me, with more 
readinefs than the tameft Dog that is taught 
to leap for the King of France. If he bp 
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doas he fays (cry’d'the fimple Leonora) whet 
Means fhall we ufe to get this our Mufical 
Matter among us ? Very good Means, (re- 
ply’d Loayfa) if you will but take the pains 
to procure the Print of this middle-door 
Key in Wax, I will get another made like 
it againft to morrow Night. By taking this 
one Key, we take all the reft (cry’d oneof 
the Damfels) it being the Mafter-Key to 
the whole Houfe. So muchthe better (re- 
ply’d Loay/a.) True, (faid Leonora) but you 
muft firft fwear, that when we have Intro- 
duc’d ye, you will do no earthly thing but 
play and fing to us as we fhall Command 
rou; and that you will fubmit your felf to 
be fhut-up, and to reft quiet where we fhall 
put you, till we releafe you. I {wear to 
to keep all this truly, (anfwer'd Lozy/z.) 
Nay this Oath is too General, (reply’d La 
onora) you fhall {fwear, faid fhe, by the Lifé 
of your Father, and by the Crucifix which 
you fhall kifs in the prefence of asall. I 
{wear (faid Loayf2) by the Life of my Fa- 
ther, and by this Sign of the Crofs which I 
kifs. with my unworthy’ Mouth. This he 
did-Three times; which done, another of 
thé Damofels bid him not forget the Pow- 
der, for that was the main Point of all. Here 
ceas'd the Converfation of that Night, 
all Parties remaining well content with the 
Agreement they had made; and Fortune, 
who from good to — conducted ps 
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Affairs of Loayfz, did about two Hours af- 
| ter Midnight, bring together his Friends 
a before the Street-door ; . where ufing their 
wonted Call, which was a Jews-Harp, Lo- 
ay{a {poke to’em, and gave em an Account 
how things ftood with him, and defir’d ’em 

to bring him the Powder, or fomething 

, elfeto caft Carizales into a deep Sleep; he 
{poke to ’em likewife concerning the Ma- 
fter-Key. His Comrades promis’d that the 
following Night they wou'd bring him ei- 
ther the Powder or an Ointment, . which be- 
ing ufed aboutthe Arms and Temples, wou'd 
@aufe fo profound a Sleep, that the Patient 
ou’d not wake in two Days without wath- 
mg the Parts with Vinegar. They, told 
im likewife, that if he woud give them 
the Impreflion of the Key in Wax, it fhou’d 

be made out of hand. This Refolution be- 

ing taken, they withdrew, and Loay/a2 and 

his Scholar flept that little part of the Night 
which remain’d. Not but that our Lover's 
Heart was impatiently fet upon the Hour of 
Appointment,to fee if they wou’d keep their 

W ord concerning the promis'd Key. And 

tho’ Time feems flow and lazy to People in 
expectation, and. cannot keep even Pace 
with our Thoughts, yet it meets ‘em-in 

the Point that’s proposd, becaufe ‘it never 
ftops by the way. Well, Night was now. 

‘| come, and the accuftom’d Hour of vifiting 
the. Zornes ; whither repair’d all che Ser- 
vants 
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vants of the Houfe, great and fmall, black 
and white, for they were all defirous to fee 
our Mufician within their Serag/io; but Leo~ 
nora was not there; and Loay/a asking for 
her, anfwer was made, that fhe was in Bed 
with her Husband, who had lock’d the 
Door of his Chamber, and had clap’d the 
Key under his Pillow, and that their Mi- 
ftrefs had told em that when the Old Man 
was afleep fhe would take away the Key 
and imprint it in Wax, which for that pur- 
pofe fhe. had already prepar’d, and that 
they fhou’d come and fetch it foon after 
through the Cats-hole. Loay/a wonder'd 
much at the caution of theOld Man; yee 
for all this did not lofe Courage. While 
this was doing, he heard the Jew’s Harp, 
and haften’d to the Call ; and meeting with 
his Friends, they gave him a little Box of 
Ointment which had the Virtue before {pe 

cify’d. Loayfa took it, and defir’d em to 
{tay a little and he wou'd give ’em the Fi- 
gure of the Key. Returning to the Tornel 
he f{poke.to the Governefs. (who wifh'd for

The Governefs putting her felf in 
mm) )6=—Ss the like Pofture, and clapping her Mouth 
to her Miftrefs's Ear, told herin alow Voice, 
that fhe had brought the Ointment and how 
fhe fhou’d ufe it. She took it and told her 
Governefs that it was impoffible to come at 
her Husband’s Key, for that he had not. 
put it under his Pillow as he us’d to do, 
but between the two Quilts, and in aman-

for his Burial. It was not long e’re the 
Oyntment gave manifeft Proofs of its Vir- 
tue, for the Old Man began prefently to:

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was, chat he wou'd condefcend to ser De- 
fires, on Condition fhe wou’d firft deliver 
up her Miftrefs to bis. It feemrd to the Go- 
vernefs tobe a very difficult Task; how- 
ever, to fariate her Luft, which had now 
taken full poffeffion of her Soul, her Bones 
and all the Marrow of her Body, fhe card 
not what Impoffibilities fhe promis’d. On 
thefe Terms fhe left him, to go to her . Mi- 
ftefs, and feeing the Door furrounded by 
all the Servants, fhe commanded ’em to 
withdraw to their feveral Lodgings ; And 
the next Night they fhou’d have a better, 
Opportunity to enjoy the Mufician. Well 
did they underftand that the Old Woman 
wanted to be left alone,but they did not difo- 
bey her becaufe fhe had the abfolute Cos 
mand over ’em.

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&tice.of all Young Women who had fuch 
Husbands, at leaft if they had any Senfe ; fhe 
affur'd her the thing shoud be fecret and 
the pleafure lafting, and feveral other-fuch . 
like Arguments, which the Devil— put 
into her Mouth, enrich’d with Rhetorical 
Colours, and the beft Varnifh Eloquence 
cou'd fhade ’em with: So full of Demon- 
ftration and Efficacy that they were eapa- 
ble of moving not only the tenderand un- 
wary Heart of the innocent Leonora, but 
even the hardeft Marble. Oh ye Duenas 
who are born and live in the World for the. 
perdition of a thoufand good and holy in- 
rentions! Oh ye long and plaited Veils, the. 
Honourable Drefs of Grave Matrons, cho- 
en to Authorize and Adorn the Halls and 
rawing-Rooms of your principal Ladies ! 
fow contrary. to your Duty do youexercife 
this your powerful, or rather Enforcing. 
Office! 

In a Word,the Duena Said fo much, the Ds- 
ema Perfwaded fo.well, that Leonora yielded,. 
Leomra was. abus'd, Leonora was ruin’d ;., 
overthrawing all the Preventions of . the 
difcreet Curizales who flept the Sleep of 
his Honour’s Death. Marialonfa took. her Mi- 
ftreffe’s Hand, and as it were by force (her. 
Eyes being full of Tears ) broughr her. to. 
the Place where Loayfa was, and after 
fhe had given ’em her Benedidtion, retir’d, 
with 2 Smile as falfe as Helland went and: 

threw 
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threw her felf upon the Efrade to Sleep, or 
to fay better, to wait for her turn of 
Pleafure, and take the Ball at its rebound. 
Ic had been a proper Queftion to have 
ask’d Carizales (if he had_ not been afleep), 
what was become of his difcreet Contri- 
vances? his fearful Jealoufies? his wife 
Circumfpedions? his pithy Perfwafions 2 
the high Terras of his Houfe, wherein no- 
thing enter'd that was Male, not even in 
Pi@ure?

But we hav 
told you already that there was no asking 
him any fuch thing, becaufe he flept fome- 
thing Sender than was neceflary he fhou'd; 
and tho’ he had heard. thefe Queftions he 
cou'd have made. no other Anfwer than by 
fhrugging- his. Shoulders, knitting of his 
Brow, and faying, All this fair Building bas 
the Subtilty of a Vicious young Fellow,the wicked- 
nels of a falle Governante, the Indifcretion of an 
importun.d and over-per{waded young Girl, de- 
frroy'd and thrown tothe Ground. God_ deliver 
all of . us from fuch Enemies, againft whom 
Prudence bas. no. Buckler which can defends oe 
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Wifdom any Sword which bears an Edge! 

But notwithftanding all chis, the Vertue of 
Leonora wasfach,that ata time when fhe’had. 
moft Need of it fhe thew’d her Valour 
againftth= . ‘ainous Efforts of her cunning: 
feducer,w iio was not ftrong enough to Con- 
quer her, but wearied himfelf in vain ; fhe 
remain’d Victorious, and Sleep overcame ‘em 
both. ; 

In the mean while Heaven had fo or- 
der’d it, that in fpight of the Oinement Ca- 
rizales awoke ; and-as his Cuftom was, he 
ftretch’d out ‘his Arms and felt about the 
Bed ; but not finding his beloved Wife, he 
leap’d forth Amazd and Aftonifh’d, with 
ch greater Nimblenefs than his: many 
ars promisd: and when he mifs’d her 
md found the Door open and the Key 
gone from between the Quilts, he was rea- 
dy to run out of his Wits ; but recollectin 
himfelf. he went out into the Gallery ait 
going thence as foft as Foor cou'd fall, 
came into the Hall, where the Governefs 
was fleeping, and feeing her-all alone with-

Her Face to his, and clafping him falt in. 
her Arms, What ails you, my Lord, (fays. 
fhe) methinks I- hear you.complain as if 
you were not well! ,The unfortunate Old. 
Man heard.the Voice of his {weet Enemy, 
and opening his Eyes as in amaze, fix'dem 
on her with great earneftnefs, wirhout mo-. 
ving his Eye-lids ia the leaft' for a confider- 
ble time together. :. Ac. laft*he defir'd fhe

nora verily believ'd what her Husband {aid 
to be true, thinking that the ftrength of the 
Oyntmentr, not what he had feen, had put 
him into this Agony. She immediately 
difpatch’d Louis to fetch her Parents; and 
embracing her Husband, Carefs'd him 
more than ever fhe did, asking him how 
he did, where his Grief lay, with fuch 
tender and fond Expreffions, as if the 
lov'd nothing elfe in the World. Carixales 
look’d on her in the fame wild manner 
as before; every Word chat fhe ut- 
ter'd, and every endearment fhe fhew’d, 
being a Lance that wounded his very Soul 
In the mean time the Governefs inform’d 


Loayfa of her Mafter’s Sicknefs ; adding, * 


thar it muft needs be very fevere fince he 
had forgot to Command the fhutting of the

made {uch a Torwel as they have at Monafteries, I 
banifh'd every thing that had but the leaft fhadow 
or figure of a Man, I gave her female Servants 
and Slaves to attend her Perfon; nor did I deny 
them or ber any thing they ask'd of me.

Throats they cou’d not utter a Word ; 
but Carizales purfuing his Difcourfe, The

Iam be who like the Silk-worm have 
wrought the Houfe which ferves for my Tomb. 
Nor do I at all blame thee, Ob ill advis'd youn 
Soul, (and with that he bow’d down his he 
and kifs'd the Cheek of the confus’d Leonora) 
I do not blame thee, I fay, becaufe the ar 
0 
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of fubtle old Beldams, and the love Tricks of 
Amorcus young Men eafily Subdue and Triumph over 
the little Fudgment which thy few Years afford. 
But that all the World may fee the worth and 
value of that Affection which I bear to thee in 
this laft Article of my Life, I will fhew it in 
Such a manner that it may remain as an example, 
if not of Goodnefs yet at least of {uch Simplicity 
of Heart, as wasnever heard of or feen before, 
and therefore let a Scrivner be prefently fent for 
to make my Will anew ; whereinI will double 
Leonora’s Dowry, and fhall intreat ber tha 
after my Days areended, which wiil fon happen 

wou'd difpofeber Wil (as fhe may then do 
without conftraint) to efpoufe that young Man 
whom the Grey Hairs of this unfortunate Old one 
mever Offended. Thus {he may fee, that, if when 
alive I never aéted Contrary to ber Pleafure, 
I am now willing to do the Like in Death, being 
defiroms to pleafe ber by leaving her the Poffeffion 
of him, on whom fhe feems to place ber Felicity. 
4s to the reft of my Eftate I fhall give it to 
pious Ufes, and to you (kind Father pl Mother) 
I fhall leave you where-with-all to Live honcur- 
ably the remainder of your Lives. Caufe the 
Scrivner to come tt © for the Paffion which 
bas already feis'd me, do's oppre{s me in {uch a 
manner, that it will in a very fhort Time cnt 
of the thread of my Life. Here he fellinto a 
terrible fit with his Face clofe to: Leonora’s: 
A Strange and fad Spedétacle for the: Father 
and Mother, who had their Fyes fix’d on 
G 3 their 
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their dear Daughter and their beloved Son-- 
in-Law ; the wicked Governefs wou'd not’ 
not ftay to hear the Rebukes: fhe expected 
from her Lady’s Parents, and therefore got 
out of the Room, and went to acquaint Lo- 
ayfa with all that had pafs’'d, advifing him 
inftantly to be gone, and fhe woud take 
care to give him Notice by the Negro of © 
the Iffue of this Affair; fince now there 
were no Doors nor Keys to hinder the Paf- 

age. tae was amaz‘d at this ftrange 
News, and following her Advice, return’d 
p - on his old Rags like a poor Beggar, 
haften’d to his Friends to acquaint them 

with the ftrange and-unheard of Succefs of 

his Amours. 

While the Husband and Wife were thus 
overcome with their feveral Paflions, Leono- 
ra’s Father fent for a Scrivner, a Friend of

amy felf am very glad Iam come to an 
end of this Adventure, which may ferve 
as 
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as an Example and Mirror of the little Con- 
fidence that is to be put in Keys, Locks, 
Tornels and Walls, whilft the Will con- 
tinues Free ; and how much lef we are to 
truft to green and tender Years, when they 
are betray’d by the perfuafions of thefe fame 
Duenas, whofe Habit and Attire is Grave 
and Matron like ; but their Tongues and 
Hearts full of Deceit and Mifchief. Still I 
am Ignorant of the Reafon, why Leonora
